Waiting on Conncctiofns 



Under mutual agreement and for the spec- 
ial braefit of through and trans-oontinental 
passengers, .railroads hold many of their 
thrmign-trains, either at the startmg point or 
at intermediate connection stations for 30 
minates or longer. All such delays, combined, 
benefit the public but upset time tables dnd 
play havoc with ronning schedoles. 

• Ddays in Handling Mail 
Govetmnent r^ulations require that trans- 
fer maQ must always be taken if tbe wagon 

or truck is in the station before the train has 
actually started to pull out. It often happens 
that a train is ready to leave on schedule time 
when the transfer arrives, but must wait 



•until the mail is handled. In the long run, 
these wasted minutes, unavoidable on the 
part of the railroad, aggr^iate a aeriaas loss 
of time.

In spite of the fact that everj' railroad en- 
gine and car are given careful inspection upon 
arrival in a roundhouse or terminal, and 
again upon departui'e, unavoidable mechani- 
cal difficulties will naturally arise.
